The DIA's will be reorganized with new personnel where possible , and the 
DWV and Chemifa will move their offices. DWV and Chemifa will become the 
organs through which the Russians will continue to- control production and 
sale of goods.

ly, while its funcfl^P^P^ operating level will be changed.
